Mr. Ilarrim an ’s in itial remarks were 
a p rediction of the remarkable devel-, 
op men t which he believes is to come 
to the west coast of Mexico, where he 
is buildin g 1,8 00 miles of railroads. 
Asked about the exten t of railroad 
buildin g on his lin es an d the territory 
he would cover, he said: 
“Our objective p oin t is to con n ect 
with the Mexican Cen tral, an d about 
450 miles of lin e will make this route 
comp lete. 
We wen t about seven ty 
miles up the Yaqui river, in to the min ­ 
eral coun try.” 
“What is the attitude of the Mexi­ 
can govern men t toward cap ital?” 
“Very liberal—very liberal. In deed 
We foun d it so, an d when an ythin g 
un usual occurred \ve foun d we could 
always get very quick decision s.” 
“Do they have an in terstate com­ 
merce commission down there?” 
“No; they are quite in telligen t.” 
“Do they try to exercise an y juris­ 
diction over your op eration s?” 
“No; they are very fair. They gran t 
a charter an d state just what you can 
do. 
I will let you in to a little secret 
an d will state that the con dition s as 
j brought about by my visit in 1901 are 
| n ow in existen ce. 
At that time I 
asked them what they would do if I 
worked up a p lan for them.

The in terest of thousan ds of sp ort 
lovers all over the Un ited States is n ow 
cen tred in an en terp rise backed by 
several Boston sp ortsmen to establish 
a n ation al “san ctuary” for the p rop aga­ 
tion , breedin g an d p rotection of mill­ 
ion s of game birds of differen t sp ecies 
up on Cat Islan d, an immen se tract of 
low lan d lyin g off the coast of Louisian a 
in the Gulf of Mexico. 
The movemen t is headed by William 
Brewster,p residen t of the Massachusetts 
Audobon Society, John E. Thayer an d 
other p romin en t Boston ian s in terested 
in game p rotection , who p rop ose to 
p urchase the islan d, an d they have 
already exp ressed 
their willin gn ess 
to raise the $25,000 n eeded as the p ur­ 
chase p rice. 
The p lan was brought to the atten tion 
of the p resen t backers by H. K. Job, a 
well-kn owTn New En glan d orn ithologist, 
who recen tly p aid a visit to the islan d to 
take p hotograp hs of the birds there an d 
to study the islan d’s merits as a breed­ 
in g an d gatherin g p lace for the migra­ 
tory game of the coun try. 
Mr. Job’s glowin g rep orts of the thou­ 
san ds of birds of all kin ds that he foun d 
there, the tamen ess of the Cat Islan d 
feathered tribes an d the n atural features 
of the p lace for the successful p rop aga­ 
tion of birds were made the basis for 
the p resen t Boston movemen t to acquire 
the islan d. 
“I believe the creation of this islan d, 
remote from the main lan d an d n ow the 
home of both migratory an d breedin g 
birds, in to a great san ctuary for our 
game birds is on e of the most excellen t 
measures than can an d un doubtedly 
will en list the in terest of sp ortsmen 
everywhere,” declares Mr. Brewster. 
“The islan d itself, a low, level, well- 
timbered p lace in the Gulf of Mexico, is 
on e of the most remarkable con gre­ 
gatin g p laces for both breedin g an d 
migratory birds in the Un ited States. 
“It is safe to say that million s of these 
creatures either make their n ests there 
or else sp en d several weeks of each year 
on the islan d durin g their flights n orth 
an d south. 
“The object of the p urchase of the 
islan d is to ren der the birds goin g there 
safe at all season s from everybody. 
“We kn ow that when birds fin d 
such a p lace they will con tin ue to go 
there in in creased n umbers,an d they also 
ten d to sp read out from such localities. ” 
The p urchase of Cat Islan d is declared 
to be an in itial mo vemen t is establishin g 
a chain of such “bird san ctuaries" which 
will serve as p rotective sp ots again st the 
an n ihilation of all classes of flyin g game 
n ow subject to the dan gers of the op en 
season s durin g their migratory flights.

W illie said the man, who gav e the 
nam e of Jam es H. Boy le, was the one 
w ho took him from school and carried 
him throu gh a tortu ou s rou te to Clev e­ 
land, then to A shtabu la, back to this 
city , and placed him in the hou se in 
the E astend, w here he was held u ntil 
the money was paid. 
WTillie also de­ 
clared that the woman was the one 
who cared for him at the hou se w here 
he was detained and who acted the 
part of a nu rse. 
Boy le said the woman is his wife. 
The police hav e no other identification 
of the cou ple than the nam es giv en. 
So far as the m an is concerned, the 
police believ e the nam e is correct. 
Boy le is said to reside in Sharon and 
is a plu m ber. 
He is said to hav e a 
widowed m other, fou r brothers and a 
sister. 
The woman, who is accredited 
w ith being the wife of Boy le, declared 
soon afte r her a rre st that her identi­ 
fication wou ld cau se a sensation in 
Sharon. 
W hen the identification was 
com pleted, Mr. W hitla wou ld say noth­ 
ing regarding the woman. 
He said he 
knew Boy le slightly . 


No Sig n o f Reco g nitio n. 


N otw ithstanding the w om an’s for­ 
m er assertion tha t there wou ld be a 
sensation when she was identified or 
w hen W hitla saw her, she and W hitla 
looked a t each other w ithou t any ou t­ 
w ard ev idence of recognition. 
They 
did not spe^k w ith each other. 
Nei­ 
ther did she speak with any of the 
other m em bers of the party . 
Im m ediately a fte r W illie W hitla had 
seen the m an and woman a t the cen­ 
tral police station they w ere taken to 
the cou nty cou rthou se and there ap­ 
peared before the grand ju ry . 
They 
w ere ex am ined for the pu rpose of aid­ 
ing the ju ry in its attem pt to find an 
indictm ent against the two prisoners. 
T he charge, u nder the laws of Ohio, 
ag ainst the m an and woman, if an in­ 
dictm ent was fou nd, will be blackm ail. 
This is based u pon the pay m ent of the 
$10,000 ransom paid by Mr. W hitla. 
As Boy le and his wife are held by 
the police on su spicion only , an indict­ 
m ent will afford a m eans of placing 
them u nder a rre st form ally and then 
they can be held indefinitely . 
As the 
prisoners hav e not waiv ed ex tradition 
they will be held here for two or three 
day s u ntil the necessary papers for 
their rem ov al to Sharon can be a r­ 
ranged betw een the gov ernors of Ohio 
and Pennsy lv ania. 
A woman known as M ary Dener, 
w ho the police say may hav e been an 
associate of the kidnappers or was im ­ 
plicated in the plot, com m itted su icide 
by drinking m orphine.

Du ring Mr. Bingham ’s first y ear in 
the office, he said, a single bribe of

of the offer,” he added, “wou ld hav e 
been entirely of a negativ e character— 
all they w anted was to be let alone.” 
Com m issioner Bingham was worked 
u p ov er the refu sal of the city alder 
men to v ote him an appropriation of 
$100,000 for a secret serv ice to inv es­ 
tigate black hand crim es and other 
m atters. 
“This job of police com m issioner,” 
he said, “for ex ample, wou ld be a reg­ 
u lar gold mine to a dishonest official.

When A ttorney General George W. 
W ickersham entered u pon his official 
du ties a t the D epartm ent of Ju stice 
in W ashington recently it was a t once 
ev ident that for the nex t fou r y ears 
there is to be an A ttorney General of an 
entirely new kind. 
Of cou rse ev ery body knew tha t it 
wou ld be a nov elty to ha^e an A ttorney 
G eneral who hqd nev er had any thing 
to do w ith politics, m u ch less held office, 
and who was known solely as an em inent 
law y er in priv ate practice. 
Mr. Knox 
oecy pied a sim ilar position, bu t ev en 
he had had m ore to do w ith pu blic 
affairs than Mr. W ickersham , and of 
the others in recent y ears Mr. G riggs 
had beeri G ov ernor of New Jersey , Mr. 
Moody was a Congressm an from M assa­ 
chu setts, and Mr. B onaparte had been, 
prom inent in politics for y ears. 
Bu t it becam e ev ident tha t Mr. Wick­ 
ersham was to be a new kind of A t­ 
torney G eneral in other respects. T hat 
sort of prem onition or prev ision tha t 
ru ns throu gh W ashington had been 
bu sy for some day s before he came. 
This sort of su bterranean telegraphy 
is a well-known phenom enon in W ash­ 
ington, and its accu racy is frequ ently 
su rprising. 
Men who had nev er seen 
W ickersham and knew hardly any ­ 
thing abou t him w ere say ing, “T here 
will be som ething really doing a t the 
D epartm ent of Ju stice now.” 
This prem onition or prev ision is not 
a joke. 
Its strength m ay be gathered 
from the fact tha t sev eral new spapers 
which had hitherto left the' D epart­ 
m ent of Ju stice u ncov ered assigned re­ 
porters to cov er it, and to begin as 
soon as Mr. W ickersham got there. 
Mr. W ickersham prom ptly declared 
(he open-door policy . 
H e assembled 
the new spaper men on a Monday and 
said to them, “H eretofore my clients 
hav e been indiv idu als and corporations. 
In perform ing m y du ties to them I 
hav e said nothing to ou tside persons 
abou t their m atters. 
“Now m y clients are the people of 
the U nited States from M aine to Cali­ 
fornia, and m y new clients shou ld be 
k ept inform ed abou t m y condu ct of 
the interests which hav e been placed 
by them in m y charge. 
I shall do it 
throu gh y ou . 
They are y ou r clients, 
too, and an incorrect statem ent by any 
of y ou will do harm to y ou r clients and 
mine. 
L et u s work together." 
These w ere not his ex act words, bu t 
they are near enou gh to them . 
They 
did m ore than any thing else to confirm 
the im pression already gained th a t a 
new kind of A ttorney G eneral 
had 
come to W ashington. 
It was characteristic of him , and 
especially of his dirfect way of going 
straight to the hea rt of a thing. 
If 
one w ere asked to su m u p his character 
and m ethods in a sentence the w ords 
“directness” and “cla rity ” w ou ld hav e 
to be in it. 
His m ethods as a law y er illu strate it, 
and are different from those of m ost 
law y ers of prom inence. 
While he nev er 
giv es an opinion u nless he is thorou ghly 
posted on the su bject, the opinion, when 
it does com e,com es w ith all the decisiv e­ 
ness and brev ity of a shot from a gu n.
